The VPostmaster-General to Resign Within 
Two Years and Clarkson to be Appointed

WASHINGTON, March 12.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator (Juay has so far succeeded in his purpose 
to lift Don Cameron out of bis seat in the 


United States senate that he is now trading 


upon it as an assure?! fact. 

John Wanamaker, now postmaster-general, 
is to be Mr. Quay’s colleague two years from 
now. So sure are they tliat this programme 
can be carried out that the position of post- 
mastér-general,,to be made vacant by Mr. 
Wanamaker’s retirement, is already , being 
used for the purposes of political barter. 

John §S. Clarkson, of Iowa, who was Mr. 
(Juay’s licutenant in the late campaign, is to 
Mr. Wanamaker in 1891, and the 
poscoiice department is to remain as the lead- 
ing part of Quay’s political machine, and 
Clarkson has been very sore because he has 
not been given a cabinet position, and has re- 
fused the oflice of public printer and of ‘first 
assistant postmaster-general. Today the ar- 
rangement was fixed up by which Clarkson is 
to accept the position of first assistant under 
Wanamaker, with the understanding that 

HE WILL SUCCEED TO THE POSITION 
of head of the department when John Wana- 
maker steps into Don Cameron’s shoes. 

Clarkson holds out against accepting the 
appointment of first assistant until Quay can 
produce the necessary assurances that Wana- 
maker is a sure winner for the senatership, but 
tonight he wasso far convinced that Quay 
could make his promises good that he told his 
Iowa friends that the pressure on him was such 
that he felt he must accept the position of first 
assistant.

THE TRIALOYF THE ENGINEER. 
The Evidence Shows That the Collision 
Could Have Been Prevented. 

Mavucu Cuvunk, Pa., March 12.—The second 
day of the trial of Engineer Cook, 1n connec- 


tion with the hiud Run disaster, opened with 
Superintendent Mitchell, of the Lehigh Val- 


ley Railroad company, in the witness box, 
His testimony was especially damaging to 
Cook. The defense sought to prove that the 
headlight from the second engine blinded Cook 
and prevented him from seeing the red light, 
but were unable to do so, and they endeavored 
to prove that some person or persons stood in 
front of the red lantern, which was used asa 
signal, It wasthe custom of the railroad 
employes to place a lantern on the platform, 
and the testimony of the telegraph operators, 


as well as of four other witnesses, 
showed that a lantern had _ been 
placed on the platform and _ that one 
of the engineers blew two whistles which 


meant they understood or saw the signal. All 
expert testimony adduced proved that the 
train was running at the rate of twenty to 
twenty-five miles an hour, and Engineer Cook 
could have stopped the train in time to pre- 
vent the collision.

SOLDIERS UNABLE TO KEEP THEM OUT 


Covered Wagons Line the Road to Indian 
Territory —Boomers Coming From 
Arkansas and Texas,

Dennison, Texas, March 12,~{Special.}—A 
Steady stream of immigrants is pouring 
through this city to the Ok!ahoma’country, land 
the infection has broken out here. A number 
of families are preparing to cast their lots with 
the boomers. At the presenttime Arkansas 
and eastern Texas are contributing the largest 
quota of voters. 

Grant Moffatt, a cattle man in the border of 
Oklahoma, who is in this city today, estimates 
the number of boomers at Purcell and in the 
vicinity at fully 5,000. Every train on the 
Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe is loaded with 
covered wagons. Border ruffians and gamblers 
of the worst type are plying their avocations 
among the boomers. Mr. Moffatt says that a 
number os the boomers crossed the Canadian 
frontier to Oklahoma last week and are living 
in dugouts. The soldiers have appeared, but 
liave not molested the intruders and seem to 
fraternize with them. Moffatt declares that 
ho power on earth can hold in check the con- 
gregated mass of boomers that are now hover- 
ing on the borders at Purcell and other points 
contiguous to Oklahoma. He thinks they 


Besides a Brick House to Live In, Is the 
Alluring Promise to the Negroes. 

RALEIGH, N. C., March 12.—Sonthern 
agents, moving negro families to Arkansas, 
are quietly but successfully at work. Their 
operations are confined thus far to a few coun- 
ties on railroad lines, near Goldsboro. The 
counties are systematically canvassed, Several 
thousand persons have already gone, and in- 
dications point to an extensive movement. 
Many large plantations are almost deserted. 
Negro drummers are paid five dollars for each 
family secured. The entire expense of the 
transportation to Little Rock is paid by the 
agents. 

WHAT THE NEGROES ARE PROMISED. 

The negroes say they are promised forty 
acres of land, a brick house, cow and a dollar 
and a half per day for labor, and are told that 
corn sells for nineteen cents per barrel and 


meal at one-fourth cent per pound. They 
know nothing of their destination. The re- 


moval is by families. Planters in the counties 
affected are greatly embarrassed at theloss of 
farm hands at the beginning of the planting 
season.

THEWLL TAKE THEIR TOD. 


Defeat of the Prohibition Amendment in 
New flampshire. 

Boston, March 12.—Only partial returns 
from the electiins are received, but there 
seams little doubt that the constitutional pro- 
hibition amendment has been defeated by a 
decided majority. Of the cities, Nashua ap- 
pears the only one voting in favor of the 
amendment, giving it 202 majority. Carroll 
and Coos counties are the only ones that show 
indications of having favored the amendment, 
although Grafton county may show a small 
majority, but not the necessary two-thirds. 

There is little doubt of the adoption of all 
the other proposed amendments, except one 
which provides for striking from the bill of 
rights of the word §Protestant,”’ therehy 
making the constitution non-sectarian. The 
fate of this amendment cannot yet be learned, 
as the returns are very meagre. The prohibi- 
tory amendment was the most important issue 
and comparatively little interest was mani- 
fested throughout the state on the other 
amendments. In Nashua and other cities, 
vigorous efforts were made by women, who 
stood all day at the polls soliciting votes, aid- 
ing the temperance movement in every possj- 
ble way. Returns from sixty cities and towns 
give a majority of 4,524. The indications are 
now that the prohibitory amendment will be 
defeated by nearly 3,000 votes and all the 
others adopted. If the remaining towns cast 
the same relative vote in comparison with that 
of last fallas those already heard- from, the 
total vote inthe state on the amendment will 
be about 16,000.

THE LEAGUE'S MONEY. 


Report of the Accountant to Examine the 
Books of the Bankes, 

Lonpon, March 12.—The Parnell commis 
sion resumed its sitting today. An accounant 
testified that he had examined the books of 
Hibernian banks, but was unable to trace the 
persons to whom the National league's money 
on cheeks was paid, or whence checks came. 
Between November, 1879, and September, 
1882, the league received £261,269, and paid 
out £261,276. The bank refused to allow the 
Witness to examine its lodgmentslips. The 
league paid to the Ladies’ league £12,306, and 
to the relief fund £2,025, and disbursed £10,000 
in the defense of prisoners. 

The witness had also examined the league's 
books. The total receipts in 1883 amounted 
to £11,069, of which America sent £1,000 and 
Australia and New Zealand £8,000. In 1834 
the receipts were £11,518, in 1885 £18,000 and 
in 1886 £17,615. 

Sir Henry James, counsel for the Times, 
applied for an order for the examination of

with the National bank. 

Mr. Parnell gave his assent to such an ex- 
amination. 

Mr. Coffee, a reporter from Cork, testified 
that he had made the statement to the police- 
man, who promised him that he should be 
paid beyond his greatest expectations. Wit 
ness declared that the statement was abso- 
lutely false. This evidence created a sensa- 
tion in the courtroom. 

Mr. Coffee further testified that he purposely 
made the statement which he gave to the po- 
liceman sensational, because he knew it would 
take. He received £115 from the Times. 

Presiding Justice Hannen repeatedly re- 
buked witness sharply for contempt and 
finally ordered that he taken into custody. 
The commission then adjourned. 

Attorney-General Webster said that owing 
to the illness of a witness, he was unable to 
present the necessary evidence with reference 
to the O'Kelly letters. He hoped that tomor- 
row he would be able to produce this witness 
and conclude the case for the Times.

The Mother of the Patriot Present—Money 
Raised for the Fand. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 12.—A meeting of the 
citizens of this city to express confidence in the 
integrity and patriotism of Charles Stewart 
Parnell was held at the Academy of Music 
tonight. The meeting was one of the largest 
of the kind ever held in the city. Every inch 
of space in the large building was occupied, 
the crowd being esti:nated at nearly 5,000 per- 
sons, while the doors were closed before § 
o’clock to keep out the crowds; clamoring for 
admission. 

Mrs. Delia S. Parnell, mother of the Irish 
patriot, was greeted with enthusiastic applause, 
as she entered a private box.

The News From France Makes the Holders 
Feel Easier. 


New Yorx«, March 12.—The news from 
abroad in reference to the copper syndicate 
was of a less excited nature this morning. 
The action of the prominent London bankers, 
the Mathesons, yesterday, in comin g forward 
and assuming control of the syndicate’s affairs, 
has had a reassuring effect upon the foreign 
market, and today Chili bars improved £4 on 
the spot and £5 on futures. Cables from Lon- 
don to the exchange stated that the market 
was firm atthe advance. From Paris the in- 
telligence came that the Societe des Metaux 
shares were quoted at 150 francs and Rio Tinto 
at 245 francs. Despite the improvement in 
the foreign market the operators here were 
not inclined totake hold of the metal today. 
The lake copper call passed without a bid be- 
ing received, and offers for good merchandi:6 
brands were purely nominal and no sales re- 
sulted. 

Bears on the exchange shook their heads 
ominiously when improved foreign cables 
came in and argued that Matheson’s action 
yesterday was prompted with a view of attord- 
ig a loophole for the Rotchschilds to get out 
of ,the French corporation. A further im- 
provement of £4 or £5, the shorts said, in the 
London figures, would not be ———- When 
the prices had reached £60 or thereabouts for 
spot Chili bars, the bears further argued, 
moneyed men at the head of the syndicate 
would quickly dispose of the stock, and leave 
tne monopoly to its ultimate fate. All the 
financial aid received by the syndicate of late 
is attributed by many to this cause. 


STEVENSON’'S SAMOAN STORY. 


Brought up in the Heuse of Commons—The 
New Navy. 

Lonpon, March 12.—In the house of com- 
mons tonight the government was questioned 
with reference to the statements made by the 
novelist, Robert L. Stevenson, writing from 
Hawaii, regarding the objectionable conduct 
of the German consul, Knappe, in Samoa. 

Sir James Ferguson, under foreign seere-’ 
tary, in reply admitted that Mr. Stevenson’s 
statements were correct, but he inted out 
that Germany bad since recalled the offending 
consul. The under secretary promised that 
papers covering the subject should be laid be- 
fore parliament. 

Lord George Hamilton, first lord of the ad- 
mirality, announced that Australia had prom- 
ised to give 35,000 annually for ten years to- 
ward the building of the proposed new ships 
of war, also to fully maintain the vessels when 
completed. 

Parliamentary Election. 

Lonpon, March 12.—An election held in 
Barnsley division of Yorkshire, to fill the va- 
cancy in the house of commons caused by the 
retirement of Stanhope Kenny, liberal, re- 
sulted in the return of Lord Compton, Glad- 
stonian, who received 6,262 votes against 3,781 
for his opponent, Bruce Wentworth, conserva- 
tive. At the last election Kenny received 
5,425 votes and Wentworth 2,917. 


The Missionaries Released. 


ZANZIBAR, March 12.—The missionaries 
who were recently captured by the insurgents 
have been released upon the Fr ment of 83,- 
000 to their captors. In addition to the ran- 
som{ money the Germans surrendered twelve 
slaves who had fallen into their hands. The 
foilowers of Bushiri are retreating into the 
interior. They seem tobe inclined to enter 
into negotiations with the Germans.

At 12:15 Mr. Platt asked and obtained unani- 
mous consent to have suspended so much of 
the rules as required standing committees to 
be elected by a vote, and, as required, the 
election of a committee on expenditures of 
public moneys, that committee to be repre- 
sented by one on the organization, conduct and 
expenditures of the executive departments. 

ELECTION OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Platt then offered a resolution, which 
was agreed to, for the election of standing 
committees, a full list of which was embodied 
in the resolution. 

Mr. Platt next offered a resolution appoint- 
ing select committees, with a full list named 
in like manuer. 

Mr. Payne called attention to the select 
committee on relations with Canada, and 
moved to strike it out of the list. 

Upon this notion a long and interesting de- 
bate arose, 

Mr. Payne said he regarded such an investi- 
gation by a committee of the senate as — 
tory of the functions of the execntive. Le 
also looked upon the appointment of a select 
committee on the subject as an interference 
with the duties of the committee on foreign 


relations. 
Mr. Hoar 


explained that on  ac- 
count of the lateness of the long 
session and of the political campaign 
which followed it, the special committee ap- 
pointed at the first session of the last congress 
on his motion had not been able to discharge 
its duties and, therefore, it was decided to re- 
new the appointment. It was uzeless, he said, 
to be blind to the fact, and no discretion re- 
quired silence as to it, that there was a large 
and growing body of men in Canada 
THAT DESIRE ANNEXATION 

tothe United States. But nobody proposed 
to accomplish it without the free and intelli- 
gent and instructed will of the people of both 
countries. So far from there being a thought 
of disrespect to the last executive in the 
original appointment of the committee, the 
proposition had met with the hearty concur- 
ence of democratic senators, who were sup- 
posed to have been in the closet relations of 
confidence with President Cleveland. 

Mr. Cullom did not think there could be too 
much investigation into the relations existing, 
and to exist, between the United States and 
He very much desired that such in- 

vestigation and progress should be made as 
would ultimately result in the two countries 
becoming one. 

Mr. Sherman favored the appointment of 
aselect committee. He did not believe that, 
with the long-stretching border between them, 
the two countries could long continue in peace, 
There would be a great nation springing up to 
the notth of the United States, and that fact 

WOULD NECESSITATE A STANDING ARMY 
on each side, which would endanger the re- 
publican form of government. 

Mr. Edmunds said that he would vote for 
the standing committee, but with the reserve 
that the vote would not commit him to the 
idea of favoring annexation or a_ political 
union. The step once taken would be indis- 
soluble. 

Mr. Hale also favored the appointment of 
the committee, but did not consider it in any 
sense an annexation committee, or that its 
bent or purpose was to favor annexation. 

Mr. Morrill said that he was quite willing to 
have the committee appointed, as it afforded 
an opportunity for steam to be blown off on 
the question. He regarded the whole agita- 
tion of the subject as preposterous, as there 
never had been a time when Canada was more 
loyal to Great Britain than she was now. 

Mr. Sherman said he did not desire at all 
to hasten the matter of political union. It 
would have to be a popular movement and 
not a movement on the part of the govern- 
ments. He believed that the people of the 
United States and of Canada would gradually 

MELT INTO ONE GOVERNMENT 
and be uuder the same common flag, with, 
(he trusted), the hearty good will of the 
mother country. 

Mr Blair disclaimed the inferences to be drawn 
from the remarks of the Vermont senator that 
New England was not in favor of political 
union. He believed that the feeling there 
was as strong as in any other portion of the 
United States. 

Mr. Butler suggested that if it were given 
out that the select committee had an inten- 
tion of considering the question of annexation, 
its members would be arrested as filibusters 
when they crossed the line. Mr. Butler isa 
member of the committee. 

Mr. Frye favored the appointment of the 
committee and spoke of the necessity of 
obtaining commercial and other statistics, but 
declared that any movement on part of the 
United States looking towards annexation 
would be a profound mistake and would only 
retard it. 

After further debate in the same genera] 
line Mr. Payne withdrew his motion and all 
the select committees were agreed to. 

And after a short executive session, the 
senate adjourned.

Hie is At the Point of Death, Bat Still Refuses 
to Allow Food te Pass His Lips—A Visit 
to the House. 

Macon, Ga., March 12.—[Staff Correspond-

power that the world has furnished. 

Here isa sensitive, high-strung man, who 
has hardly been out of the path between his 
home and his office ia five years, refusing food 
wben hunger is gnawing at his vitals, and 


pearing with unflinching fortitude the un- 


gpeakable agony of starvation, in the midst of 
savory odors and in reach of tempting viands, 

Hunger has made men cannibals. Ship- 
wrecked mep. ¢ razed by it have 
kijled and eaten their weaker 
comrades, and men have torn the flesh from 
their own arms im the frenzy of starvation— 
but here isa man who suffered all the agony 
of the shipwreck, with the added torture of 
odors sent up from the dining room below his 
cel), bearing 

THK TORTURE DAY AFTER DAY, 

when a word would have ended his sufferings ; 
nd at last, wien his system is too weak for 
spain, and even breathing is a burden, calmly 
‘waiting and welcoming death. 

And yet this man would not take his own 
life. ‘‘Suicides,’”’ he says, ‘‘are brutal’ and 
rather than take his life by his own hand he 
will undergo the thousand deaths that nature 
cnflicts, and witness a] the grief of the fainily 
in advance. 

And yet this man, by his own admission, 
Las been doing business for several years on 
forged paper, but for all that he was paying 
the forged notes when they came due, and had 
been doing so for & long time. In fact, he had 
pursued the system so successfully that during 
the past vear he had materially reduced his 
indebtedness, and at the same rate would 
have worked himself clear in a 
year or 80. At. almost any time 
within the last year or two he could have gone 
to Canada with plenty of money; instead of 
that he remained at home attending closely to 
business during the summer time when cotton 
men usually take recreation, He enjoyed the 
confidence of business men because his habits 
were remarkably good and there were none of 
the signs of wastefulness that usually betray 
men who are systematically preparing to de- 
fraud their creditors. There was every evi- 
dence that he was making a determined and 
gkillful effort to work out of the toils into 
which his weakness and a fatal facility with 
the pen had brought him. 

At last the forgery was detected by the Capi- 
tal bank, and Adams was called in to tell how 
he came inte possession of the notes. He 
acknowledged what he had done and, his 
friends say, agreed to assign to the bank his 
life insurance of $18,000 on a promise that he 
would not be prosecuted. However this may 
be he assigned the policies to the bank, 

AND WAS ARRESTED AT ONCE. 

The turning of the jailer’s key broke his 

lle -a lump came into his 

and he could not eat that day, 
was only able to drink a little 
eoffee. With the disinclination toeat the idea 
of starvation caine into his mind. He seems 
to have gotten the idea that the bank wanted 
his life and to have concluded that if he could 
pay part of his indebtedness with his insurance 
by giving up his life he would pay it that way. 
The idea of atonement for his sin was associa 
ted with the other, and he seemed to have con- 
cluded that by suffering to pay his debt he 
could purge his soul of sin. 

During the week that he remained in jail 
Adams was ina cell just over the dining room 
and at meal times the odor of the steaming 
viands added to his suffering. At first he re- 
fused to see 2 physician, saying that he was not 
willing to be given nourishment by artifice, 
but finally on the piea of making him more 
comfortable, he submitted to the attendance 
of Dr. K. P. Moore, the family physician. 
Dr. Moore sought to gain his confidence and 
then prepared him a prescription, which in- 
cluded extract of beef and some farinaceous 
substance, 

ADAMS SUSPECTED SOMETHING, 
and asked his brother the direct question: ‘Is 
there any nourishment in that prescription ?”’ 
His brother hesitated and the prescription was 
refused. af 

Another stratagem of Dr. Moore was to rub 
him with cocoa buiter containing some 
nutritive substance, but Adams refused 
to undergo the operation. 

When he first announced! his intention to 
starve himself to death, he begged his parents 
not to try to force food on him as he had fully 
made up his mind and they could not change 
his determination, but would only distress him 
by insisting, and if food should be forced down 
his throat it would only prolong his agony and 
cause him to go through it all again. 

All the entreaties of distressed affection 
have failed to move him. He has eluded the 
physicans’ strategy,and, unwilling to use force, 
his family have accepted the inevitable. 

Several days ago, after Adams had become 
very weak, Dr. Moore told the parents that he 
could inserta stomach tube, with the assist- 
ance of the attendant, and get some nourish- 
mentintothe stomach of the starving man. 
As Adams had told them so positively that 
this would only prolong the agony, his parents 

WERE UNWILLING TO USE FORCE, 
andthe pump was not brought into requisition. 

Poor stricken nature rebelled against the 
iron will, and when the mind was loosed in 
sleep Adams dreamed that he was eating. 
Waking, he told his dream calmly, and con- 
tinued the fast with unshaken resolution. 

“That man would let you chop off his fingers 
inch by inch without flinching, before he 
would take food,’ said a gentleman who has 
been with him. “It is the most wonderful 
case I ever saw, and it opens a new field of 
metaphysics. His mind is perfectly clear, and 
he is acting in a line of conduct that he has 
reasoned out. He seems to feel that there is 
nothing in this life for him, and that there is 
gomething for him in the life to come. There 
is an aberration of some kind I am. satisfied, 
but misguided as he is there is fsomething he- 
roic in his determination.”’

“Tam on strictly professional business and 
you had better not show me anything you 
don’t want published,’’ I replied, and he put 
the letter up. 

To the question, ‘‘What conversation passed 
between you and Adams””’ he replied: 

“TI don’t feel called on to tell what was said, 
but I state positively that 

WE MADE NO THREATS OR PROMISES. 
On the contrary, when his brother came in to 
assign 26,000 worth of insurance to us,we asked 
him if it was done voluntarily, and told him 
the transfer would be void if it was done under 
compulsion.’’ 

Mr. Virgin then showed a package of cotton 
receipts with forged notes that had been at- 
tacked. The nameson the notes were those 
of reputable men, and the imitation of their 
signatures was cleverly done, though when 
the notes were spread out together there was 
a similarity in all the signatures. This simi- 
larity caused the investigation which led to 
the discovery. 

“When he came in here,”’ said Mr. Virgin, 
‘‘he made a clean breast of it, and said he was 
glad that it was over, as he had been expect- 
ingit, andit had been hell tohim. There 
were four or five bank officials present when 
he was here, and we are not afraid to disclose 
everything that was done.’’ 

Gentlemen who knew John Adams say that 
at school he was considered curious, though a 
quiet boy, who generally carried out what- 
ever he purposed to do, As a young 
man, he said little during business hours, 
but after work was done he would 
converse freely about books. He was a great 
reader, and was especially fond of history. He 
read English history a great deal, and took 
great interest in the career of Napoleon. 

There was nothing remarkable about his 
personal appearance, and he was known in 
the community as a sensitive man, of quiet, 
retiring disposition. He was never known to 
take adrink, and his friends say he was re- 
markably free from sensuality. He is now 
about 39 years of age and unmarried. His 
surroundings at home must have been. pleas- 
ant, for he was almost always there after busi- 
ness hours. 

It is a remarkable case, and onc that excites 
sympathy with some and a curious interest 


with others. The man seems to have been full 
of the spirit of the monks who crucified their 
flesh for the sake of their souls, or the Moslem 
devotees who made a causeway of their bodies 
for the prophet to ride over. The curious 
mixture of moral qualities which would allow 
his business methods and yet would restrain 
him from summary suicide and cause him to 
undergo the prolonged starvation, make a 
problem that will puzzle the metaphysicians

A SKELETON UNEARTHED,

A FRUITLESS DAY 


AN OBTAINING A JURY IN THE 
WOULFOLK CASE. 


The Proceedings of the Court Yesterday— 
Tom Gets Mad About His Being Taken to 
Jail to Dine and Tries to Fight the 
Sheriff, 

Macon, Ga., March 12.-[Spectal.]-Although 
nine jurors were accepted and sworn yesterday 
in the Woolfolk case, the entire session of the 
court today was spent in a fruitless effort to 
obtain the other three needed jurors. 

The sheriff’s deputies scoured the city last 
‘night and today for jurors, but when court 
opened this morning at nine o’clock a panel of 
forty-eight had not been obtained and it was 
nearly 11 o’clock before the panel was com- 


pleted. 
THE DEFENDANT CHALLENGES. 

When the panel was put upon the defend- 
ant, Captain Rutherford arose and challenged 
the array. He claimed that it was not organ- 
ized and made up according tolaw and the 
code. Healso challenged iton the ground 
that some of the jurors were summoned by 
Deputy Sheriff Victor Menard, who, Captain 
Rutherford alleged, had told a witness, Mr. 
Smith Hart, that if he testified to what he was 
summoned to testify, he might get into trouble, 
and Captain Rutherford said the attention of 
the court had beén called to Mr. Menard’s ac- 
tion. Captain Rutherford said he did not 
think Mr. Menard would again be entrusted to 
summon jurors. 

Judge Gustin asked Captain Rutherford to 
produce the evidence in substantiation of 
what he charged. 

Accordingly Captain Rutherford called Mr. 
Smith Hart to the-witness stand. 

WAS THIS INTIMIDATION ? 

In answer to questions from the defendant’s 
and state’s counsel the following evidence was 
given in: 

Mr. Smith, sworn, said: 

Mr. Menard said I had better know what I 
was doing when I got on the stand. it was in 
reference to what I might say about Mr. Bone 
Davis. He said I might be convicted of per- 
jury. The conversation occurred on the street 
car today one week ago, near the Wesleyan 
college. I received a subpoena, and went to 
Mr. Menard and told him I would like to get 
off. He said to come to the court house 
the next morning, and he would try and get 
me off. I told him I thought I was summoned 
in regard to Mr. Bone Davis, to the effect that 
I would not believe Mr. Davis on his oath. He 
told me I had better mind how I said I would 
not believe Mr. Bone Davis on his oath. Mr. 
Menard asked me why I was summoned, and 
i told him I thought about Mr. Bone Davis. 

Deputy Sheriff Menard was sworn: He 
said in effect that he did not know Mr. Smith 
Hart, and did not know the gentleman who 
had just testified as Smith Hart. Said he 
thought he went down the Georgia Southern 
and Florida road on Tuesday afternoon, leav- 
ing here about 4 o’clock. He wentto Kath- 
leen to summons Mr. Knight. Said he had 
never had, as well as he remembers, a conver- 
sation with Smith Hart. Said he had never 
approached any one in regard to the case, and 
certainly had no recollection of ever saying to 
any witness that the witness would be prose- 
cuted for perjury if witness swore falsely. 

Mr. Smith Hart was recalled to the witness 
stand, and said he recollected that it was on 
Monday evening he received the subpena 
from his father in front of Binswanger’s beer 
room, and it wason Monday evening he had 
conversation with Mr. Menard on the street 
car, and came to see him at the courthouse on 
Tuesday motning. Said he had known Mr, 
Menard by sight along while, but does not 
know whether Mr. Menard knew him or not. 
Mr. Menard sald it wasa hard thing to swear 
that he would not believe a man on his oath, 
andif a man so swearing could not prove it 
he would be prosecuted for perjury. The con- 
versation was had on the rear end of the plat- 
form; don’t think anyone else was present. 
The first time I came tothe courtlionse was on 
Tuesday morning. In answer to a question of 
the court, Smith said Mr. Menard did not 
make any threats that he would take part in 
the prosecution of him if he swore against 
Davis.

DECIDES AGAINST DEFENDANT. 

Judge Gustin decided, after hearing the evi- 
dence, that the charges againet Deputy Sheriff 
Menard had not been sustained, and the mo- 
tion of defendant’s counsel was accordingly 
overruled. 

TRYING 70 GET JURORS. 

Judge Gustin then directed Clerk Adams to 
call the roll of jurors, and the names of forty- 
eight were put through the éxamination and 
asked the three usual statutory questions, 
whether or not they had formed an opinion, 
were prejudiced or their minds were impartial. 

Out of the forty-eight jurors only three 
qualified, namely: Mr. Henry Jordan. He 
was accepted by the state, but was rejected by 
defendant, which made defendant’s ‘‘strikes’’ 
eighteen. The next juror to qualify was Mr. 
James Hicks. He was accepted by the state, 
but Captain Rutherford found that Hicks’s 
name was not in the jury box, and the juror 

excused- by the court for cause.

The cal) of the panel was then 

continuen until all the forty-eight were ex- 

hausted, and there being no other jurors to 

examine, court took a recess at noon until 

three o'clock thisafternoon, and the sherirf 
was instructed to summon more jurors. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Court convened at three o’clock, and though 
the sheriff’s deputies had been hard at work 
for several hours, there were but few jurors 
on hand, and it was after four o’clock before a 
panel of twenty could be obtained. 

AGAIN THE CHALLENGE. 

After the panel of twenty was completed 
and called, Captain Rutherford again chal- 
lenged the array on the same grounds he chal- 
lenged the array of forty-eight at the morning 
session. 

The court again refused to allow the objee- 
tions to stand, and the examination of the 
jurors commenced. 

The first juror to qualify was Mr. D. B. 
Jones, the well Known cotton warehouseman. 
There was some doubt as tof[the competency of 
Mr. Jones. He said he had not formed or 
expressed any opinion as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused from having heard any 
of the evidence delivered under oath. His 
answer, however, conveyed the idea that he 
had some opinion or idea about the matter. 
He also said that he had heard a little of the 
evidence. Hesaid he had no bias or pre- 
judice against the prisoner, and his. mind was 
perfectly impartial. Captain Rutherford held 
that Mr. Jones was not a competent juror. 
The court undertook to explain to Mr. Jones 
the full legal meaning of the terms embraced 
in the statutory questions, and the solicitor- 
general again asked Mr. Jones the questions, 
and he answered them as he did in the first 
instance. The court held him competent. 

The state accepted Mr. Jones and the de- 
fendant rejected him. This made the defend- 
ant’s ‘‘strikes’’ nineteen, and left them with 
only one more “‘strike.’’ The balance of the 
twenty jurors were discharged, and there not 
being any more jurors in the court room, 
court took a recess at half-past five o’clock 
until ten o’clock tomorrow, 80 more jurors can 
be surnmoned. 

As regards the number of jurors—nine— 
the case stands tonight exactly where it did 
last night when court adjourned. 

There are about one hundred more names in 
the jury box, but these parties are scattered 
promiscuously about the county and it will 
take much work to gather them in. 

Out of sixty-eight jurors examined today no 
juror was accepted.

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The Late Captain F. W. Dawson. 

In the death of Captain Dawson, of the 
Charleston News and Courier, reported 
elsewhere, southern journalism sustains an 
irreparable loss. 

Captain Dawson was 4 masterful man. 
fie held his position as the head of Carolina 
journalism—and, indeed, the head of af- 
fairs in Carolina—by the force and power 
of his nature, rather than by tact or man- 
agement. And at last his position as leader 
liad come to be practically undisputed. To his 
infinite and lasting honor it can be said 
that this leadership has never been abused, 
its opportunities never wasted, its power 
never prostituted, its suggestions never 
misdirected. South Carolina is a better 
and a more prosperous state because he 
lived in it and gave his life freely and daily 
to her service. For as much to be written 
in truth and sincerity, as this is written of 
him, over their graves, the best and proud- 
est men might be willing to toil through 
life and to meet Death at last, as he met it, 
unfearing and tranquil. To have made the 
state better for having lived in it, and its 
people happier for having moved among 
them—no better than this could be said of 
any man; and this, in deep and sorrowful 
conviction, we write of F. W. Dawson 
tonight. 

In the differences that come between all 
self-respecting journalists we have had our 
frequent jousts with this gallant and lament- 
ed gentleman. It is pleasant, even in this 
hour of grief, to remember that never for 
an instant, did the pen of either rankle in 
the breast of the other, or even the heat of 
discussion disturb the deep and earnest 
friendship that for years existed between 
us. Within the past month we had from his 
hand a letter so full of manly and generous 
appreciation of a trifling courtesy, that it 
carried back a fraternal letter, the senti- 
ment of which, we may hope tonight, abided 
with him to his death.. In spite of their 
differences, editors, we think, stand closer 
to each other at last, than men of any other 
profession. Though apart, they are essen- 
tially together. Every day they see what is 
best and brightest of each other, and, read- 
ing between the lines, as laymen may not do, 
they breed a sort of comradeship, akin to 
that .of the shoulder-to-shoulder brother- 
hood of the march and the camp! . And to- 
night, thinking of the gentle and handsome 
face that is stilled tonight in death—of the 
courtly and gracious form, now fallen for- 
evermore—of the brave and hopeful person- 
ality which but this very morning we fol- 
lowed through the celuinns of his paper, 
but now blotted from earth and from men, 
we feel something of the keenness of be- 
reavement that touches those who gather 
about his bier and through a mist of tears 
look down on the smitten lips and the fold- 
ed hands! From this, issues thoughts that 
may not be writ down or uttcred—but that 
befit best the silence that makes them sa- 
cred! So from this midnight desk, a fellow- 
toiler, whose work is not yet ended, and 
whe hath not yet found release from the 
struggle and the conflict, sends up this 
praver: ‘*God keep thee, comrade! God 
rest thy soul in peace, thou golden-hearted 
genileman!”’ = 

A Shameless Deal, 

The new president, we may be sure, is 
not as happy now as when he was plain 
General or Brother Harrison, of Indianapo-

Tippee Tib Discusses a Problem. 


Tippu Tib, the friend of Explorer Stan- 
ley, is one of the most powerful Arab po- 
tentates in Centra] Africa. He is the sov- 
ereign lord of a vast territory, and thou- 
sands of dusky servitors call him their mas- 
ter. Lieutenant Becker, the African tray- 
eler, once met him on the way to Zanzibar, 
with athousand slaves guarding his ivory. 
In his retinue were two thousand more 
slaves carrying merchandise. 

This magnificent barbarian has a bright 
mind and talks well. He defended slavery 
to Becker, and asked how the whites could 
have the effrontery to propose to abolish an 
institution in Africa which recently flour- 
ished intheir own countries. He had heard 
of the serfs in Russia and the slavesin the 
United States, and said that he understood 
great misery had come upon them since 
their emancipation. 

Slavery, Tippu argues, is not immoral or 
debasing, because it betters a negro’s con- 
dition to take him from under the rule of a 
black tyrant and put him to work where he 
will be kindly treated by a superior race, 
amd he contends that the Arab masters are 
benevolent and just. He is satisfied that 
sl4ves are not treated as inhumanly as he 
has seen travelers treat their white serv- 
ants. Thegreatslave owner also declares 
that it cannot be immoral to take a lot of 
men who are stealing their food and compel 
them to work for their bread. So far from 
desiring the abolition of slavery at present, 
he hopes to see it embrace all the savages in 
Africa, as it is the only way to prepare 
them for civilization and good government. 
‘Freedom,’ he says, “from the African 
standpoint means nothing more than the 
license to steal, kill and get drunk. ”’ 

Of course, Tippu Tib never heard of 
Thomas Carlyle, but he talks very much 
like that great philosopher. When the 
emancipation of our slaves was discussed, 
during the civil war, Carlyle wrote to an 
American friend: ‘‘After all, what does it 
matter whether a master owns or hires his 
slaves?’’ The arguments used by the 
shrewd Arab sound remarkably like the ut- 
terances of along line of American states- 
men and divines when their voices were up- 
lifted in defense of their favorite institution. 
But Tippu’s talk will not save him. The 
on-rolling tide of white civilization will 
soon engulf him, and his. days of master- 
dom will be cut short. Slavery in Africa 
must go. 
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The Story of Two Lives. 

A butterfly and a toiler! 

A life of idleness and pleasure, and a 
life of work and pain. 

These sharp contrasts appear in a news- 
paper clipping, accidentally scissored and 
casually glanced at. On one side of the 

slip is the story of Sadie Martinot; on the 
other is an account of the last. days of 
Philip Welch. 

In a darkened room in our great metropo- 
lis the queen of Bohemia lies dying. Pretty 
Sadie Martinot, the most brilliant and 
daring, the gayest and most winsome wo- 
man of her circle, is now face to face with 
her fate. A few months ago this woman’s 
magnetism drew around her the brightest 
men of the city. They courted her and 
flattered her, and her word was law. In 
her luxurious rooms she held regular levees, 
and the ladies who drew their skirts aside 
when they met her never in all their lives 
attracted such brilliant assemblages of wit 
and wisdom and chivalry. Occasionally 
Sadie flew to the stage for amusement, and 
New York went wild over her. Then she 
would impulsively turn her back on the 
adoring public and go back to her old life— 
her loved Bohemia. 

But there had to be an end to all this, 
and the woman who thought that she had a 
world of admirers at her feet is gasping out 
her life, neglected and forgotten. Her 
poor old mother said to a reporter the other 
day: ‘‘Ah, she did not have so many 
friends, after all; and she so longs for sym- 
pathy that when one of you gentlemen calls 
she begs for his card. Everybody has for- 
gotten her!’’ 

This is the end of the butterfly. The 
life of pleasure an@ sunshine is going out 
in utter darkness. 

How different the story of the toiler! 
Propped on his pillows in a_ hospital, 
plucky Philip Welch, the hard-working 
newspaper man, sat day after day furnish- 
ing copy for papers and magazines. <A 
eancer was gnawing at his vitals. The 
surgeon’s knife had cut off his tongue, and 
had claimed a pound of flesh next to his 
heart. But he wrote on. He had his con- 
tracts to carry out. He had a wife and 
four children to support. He did not faint 
or cry out in despair. In the very agony 
of death he controlled himself by a supreme 
effort, and scribbled the jokes that were to 
amuse millions of readers from the lakes to 
the gulf. 

Philip Welch did not suffer neglect, nor 
was he forgotten. The heroism, patience 
and fortitude of the worker rallied about 
him loving friends and even strangers. 
Men felt that a noble life was ending, and 
there was a spontaneous outpouring of 
sympathy. Death came to the relief of the 
sufferer, but with him the grave is not the 
end. 

It was passing strange that the record of 
two such opposite lives should be found on 
the same alip of paper. The two stories 
point their own moral, and fortunate are

“EPITHETS SETTLE NOTHING.” 


Senator Butler's Manly Protest Against Fire- 
Eating Oratory. 

Boston, Mass., March 11.—SenatorjButler, 
of South Carolina, has written a letter in re- 
ply tothat of a Lynn veteran, who asked if 
General Rosser’s recent Baltimore speech ex- 
pressed the feelings of the southern people. 
The senator says he cannot give an intelligent 
answer as to whether or not a given number 
of southerners can whip a given number of 
“puritanical Yankees.’ but he improves the 
opportunity to refer to his experieuce in con- 
gress in the following language: 

“I have listened witu comparative composure to 
the Gegrading epithets and anathemas which men 


| of the north—some men who wore the blue—have 


heaped upon and hurled at the men who wore the 


% gray. During my twelve years in the United States 


senate I have heard such words as ‘traitor,’ 
‘rebel,’ ‘perjurer,’ ‘ingrate,’ ‘rascal,’ ‘assassin, 
etc., showered upon honorable men and 
brave soldiers of the south, but IL never 
permitted myself to beeome excited over_them, be- 
cause I knew the words were nottrue. I could fill 
a volume with the vilest epithets of which the 
English language is capable, applied to leaders in 
the south whose characters are very dear to the 
southern people—epithets generally approved and 
applauded at the north—certainly never rebuked as 
far as I know. 

“I do not believe any brave man would apply 
such epithets to a fallen enemy, certainly not to a 
fallen enemy whose courage and fidelity to his con- 
victions he has been compelled toadmit. Ido not 
think crimination and recrimination between peo~ 
ple of the same race, who were equally conscien- 
tious in the line they pursued, are wise 
They settle nothing in any proper controversy; 
each side will be jndged, after the disputants 
have pas ed away, by the records each has made 
when epithets will oe forgotten. The temptation to 
retort, however, is almost irresistible. When Gen- 
eral Sherman utters sentiments and gives advice 
calculated to precipitate race collisions and blood~ 
shedin the south, and when Governor Foraker 
denounces ard maligns southern meu and women 
by the wholesale, aud somebody from the south 
calls them bad names, 1 do not see why other peo- 
ple should get excited. 

‘General Rosser did not claim -o speak for any- 
body but himself. He is quiteableto take care 
of himself. He was my immediate comrade and 
friend during the war, and no army ever had a 
more able and gallant calvary officer. I have 
always thought that to speak one’s sentiments 
freely was one of the boasted rightsjof American 
institutions. He had his favoritesin both armies 
and has never concealed his preferences. In his 
speech at Baltimore he wrappet himself 
in the flag of the union, ag he had donein the flag 
of the late con‘ederacy, He criticised, with some 
severity, generals of the union army, and pro- 
nounced the tenderest and most flattering and 
touching eulogies upon others. He did the same 
towards confederate generals. I have never heard 
any federal speaker applaud and praise any confed- 
erate oflicerasI have heard Rosser applaud and 
praise Custer, Pleasonton, Merritt and others; and 
I have never heard federal speakers criticise any 
confederate officer with more force than I have 
heard Rosser criticize Pepe, Sherman and other 
men. Sothink he has struek a fair general av- 
erace. 

‘I do not agree with General Rosser in his opin- 
ions of the superior prowess of the southern men 
over the ‘yankees.’ To begin with, all the ‘yankees’ 
are not ‘puritanical.’ You will find ‘puritanical’ 
people everywhere, south as well as norih; and 
sometimes when ‘puritanism’ runs iuto fanaticism 
the y are the ugliest customers in the world. Be- 
side this, 1 believe by miliary discipline you can 
make any soldier fight—certainly any American 
soldier. General Rosser has a perfect right to his 
opinions and an equal right to express them,”’

DEATH OF JUDGE CAMPBELL, 


Sketch of a Celebrated Georgian—His Emi- 
nent Career. 

BALTIMORE, March 12.—Hon. John A. 
Campbell, ex-justice orf the supreme court of the 
United States, and assistant contederate secretary of 
war, died at his home in this city this afternoon, 
aged nearly 78 His death was the end of along 
illness, resulting from old age. He was born near 
Washington, Wilkes county. Ga., and graduated 
from the university of that state at the egeoffifteen, 
with the first honors, and afterwards went to West 
Point. He was admitted to practice law 
in Florida. He _ practiced law in Mont- 
gomerr, Ala,,, and there married Miss Anne 
E. Goldthwaite. He went to Mobile, Ala,, where he 
litigated and settled almost all land titles, which 
were coniplicated at that time by reason of the obs 
scurity of the Spanish grants. In 1836 he was 
elected a member of the state legisJature. In 1853 
he was nominated to filla vacancy in the supreme 
court by President Pierce, and was unanimously 
confirmed by. the senate. He entered upon his 
duties at the age of forty-twu. In the spring of 1861 
he resigned his position on the court and went south, 
and became gssistant secretary of war of the 
confederacv. He himself regarded his suecess in 
the great ‘‘State’’ case, asitis called, the states of 
New York and New Hampshire ys,° Lousiana, as 
the triumph of his legal life, as it established his 
view of the rights of the states under the constitu- 
ticn. Reeurring to his argument in that case, 
Chief Justice Waite said: “Thatit is the greatest 
iegal arzument that I have ever heard, ’ aad Justice 
Miller said: “I concurin that opinion.” Historian 
Bancroft wrote that it was a profuund study of the 
constitution.

Mr Sam Venableand a Number of Prominent At- 
lantians Go up to the Granite Mines Witb City 
Officials Who are Inspecting Granite Blocks for 
Bireet Work. 


A special train of three private coaches 
pulled out of the union depot yesterday morn- 
ing at ten o’clock and twenty minutes.

These gentlemen reached the city Tuesday 
morning at 12:32 by the East Tennessee road,

Soon after their special coach reached At- 
fanta it was drawn from the East Tennessee de- 
pot to a side track near the union depot, where 
it remained until yesterday morning.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, March 12—Trading in wheat was ac- 
tive andthe feeling again unsettled.

It will soon be filled to its capacity. 

Inside there is room for one hundred and 
ten prisoners, and outside there is room for 
thirty or thirty-five more. 

There are now one hundred and forty-three 
prisoversin jail, alltold. This leaves a very 
emall margin for future arrivals. 

There were eleven prisoners’ sent to jail 
frou the justice courts amd recorder’s court 
Monday, and still they come. Although the 
city court may dispose Of half a dozen a day, 
on an average, the supply still exceeds the 


demand. ,

Yesterday in city court Amanda Hill was 
given twelve months inthe chaaingang on the 
charge of stealing goods from the store of D. 
H. Dougherty; and Judge Van Epps gave her 
an additiona! sentence of six months in Ful- 
ton county jail after the expiration of her sen- 
tence in the chaingang. 

An able-bodied tramp named McCormick, 
who claims that his home is in Nashville, was 
tried for vagrancy and given twelve months. 
Henry Morrison, for simple larceny, was given 
fifty dollars or six months 

A BIG DAMAGE SUIT. 

The biggest damage suit of the season is 
being tried in the superior court. 

William H. Dooly brings suit against the

damayes. 

Mr. Dooly’s allegations are that on August
